Friday, evening, ta the Architectural 
Lecture room, P. B. wlteon addressed 
the members of the Architectural So- 
ciety on the subject of "Ltae draw- 
ings, etchtags and drypolnts."

ijy means of Chinese white, thus ap- 
proxlmattag realism more closely. 
Demands Experience 

The choice of the correct shade of 
paper to act as the background was 
shown to be a task •which demands 
experience and taste, and incidental 
to this was the chdlce of a mount, 
sometimes difficult. In some of the 
sketciies the black pencil was not used 
at '.ali;, all the outltaes betag put in 
finally with the colored pencil. An 
Jndian red crayon drawtag drew much 
comment, and was potated out to re 
present a very hot region, which could 
only, be portrayed properly ta this man-

;, After a slight reference to thé three 
schools ' of riiodem water'-iblor pataï^ 
tag, the' Dutch, the American and thé 
English, Mr. Wilson prepared to demon-;
